Council rejects 
all-night dance 
for time being

There will be no all-night public dances 
in Lompoc — at least for the time being. 
Faced with a lineup of citizens who 
spoke briefly but strongly of their opposi­ 
tion, the city council rejected a request 
by a radio disc jockey to amend the city 
code to extend the hours of public danc­ 
ing from 1:45 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Howard Brown of Radio Station KLOM 
proposes to conduct disco dancing at the 
Lompoc bowling alley from 8 p.m. to 
midnight for minors and from 1 to 5 a.m. 
for adults. 
The current city code restricts dancing 
after 1:45 a.m., and Brown said in his ap­ 
plication this provision would “impair” 
his business. 
Police Chief J.D. Smith told of the 
police deapartment’s opposition to the 
code change, citing what he feels would 
be increased police problems. He pointed 
out that the change would affect not only 
the bowling alley dancing but every

Member Frank Signorelli said this 
morning that the district has received 
between 30 and 40 applications for the 
job of hospital administrator A two-man 
committee of Ray Downs and Signorelli 
selected 10 applicants for interviews and 
expect to present their findings to the 
board by September.

Joe Carlin injured 
in major accident 


Joe Carlin, business manager for Lom­ 
poc Unified School District, and four 
other educators were seriously injured 
this morning when their station wagon 
was rammed from the rear in a flaming 
accident on Highway 101 south of Ven­ 
tura. 
All five victims, who were en route to 
an educational seminar in Los Angeles 
were taken to the Sherman Oaks Bum 
Center of St. John’s Hospital. The acci­ 
dent occurred at about 8 a.m. 
Carlin. 55. of 431 South E St., was 
reported conscious and in stable condi­ 
tion in the bum center at 11:30 a.m. 
However, Arthur Grundyke, 53, of Santa 
Barbara, was listed in critical condition; 
Fred Homann, 60, of Santa Maria, was 
listed in serious condition; also injured 
were Dr James A. Rowe of Santa Bar­ 
bara. driver of the car; and Henry Mea­ 
ly. 50. also of Santa Barbara, a pas­ 
senger.

Since the applicant staging a dance is 
required to hire police or security of­ 
ficers to keep order, there could be dif­ 
ficulty in securing sufficient volunteers 
to work the extended hours, Smith said. 
He added that he could foresee an in­ 
crease in juvenile curfew violations, 
problems in controlling drugs and liquor 
use on dance premises and disturbance 
to residents in the vicinity of places 
where dances are held. 
Brown offered verbal support for his 
written application and countered 
Smith’s report by commenting, “I can’t 
argue with the chief’s concerns because I 
don’t know what will happen.” He 
pointed out, however, that at the first 
such dance, conducted last weekend un­ 
der the present provisions of the city 
code, there were no problems. 
Smith commented that the crowd was 
small at the dance, with no more than 40 
to 50 persons present. 
Councilman Chuck Ward said he dis­ 
agrees with the police chiefs concerns 
and that denying the request on the basis 
of what “might” happen smacks of prior 
restraint. 
Councilman Joe Valencia opposed the 
change on grounds that it would create 
greater problems than now exist with 
regard to parental control over their 
children. 
Brown said, “I am not trying to run a 
babysitting service. It is up to the people 
to control their chttdren. If they can’t, 
then it is the law’s problem.” 
“But you’re creating an additional 
temptation for the kids,” Valencia said. 
Ward said, “So we have to roll up the 
sidewalks in Lompoc at midnight 
because parents can’t control their 
kids!” 
Mayor E.C. Stevens opened the floor to 
comments from the audience and heard 
these remarks: 
Rick Storms said he had been a 
teacher for eight years and had served as 
a chaperone at dances both at the school 
and at a coffee house for youth. 
Problems with drugs and alcohol are 
created when the young people can come 
and go as they wish, he said. 
Donald Rathbun said, “I know from 
past personal experience that there are 
many ways to get alcohol into the dance. 
Prior restraints are allowed to control 
murder and robbery ; we also need it to 
keep our kids out of trouble.” 
Marvin Loney said, “The track record 
for a few thousand years is that there 
will be problems at activities of this 
kind. There is no necessity for it here.” 
Rev. Richard Lewis objected to the 
proposal on several grounds, observing 
as a resident of the area that kids 
already create a disturbance with their 
cruising around. He added that many of 
the young people would go somewhere 
and continue the immoral activity “that 
their genes have already started” under 
the stimulation of physical contact and 
the music at the dance. He also said that 
an authority “higher than the city coun­ 
cil” already had ordained that the Lord’s 
Day begins at 12:01 a.m. Sunday. 
Chuck Carmichael said it was a matter 
of peace at home to him. “I don’t know 
whether it would cause problems or not. 
It could lead to them,” he said, citing 
loud tire screeching and other distur­ 
bances already at the bowling alley. 
He recommended that if the council 
did allow the city code change, it be done 
for a trial period rather than “jumping 
off the deep end on this.” 
Councilman Ward, supported by Coun­ 
cil woman Charlotte Benton, moved that 
the council instruct the police chief and 
the city attorney not to enforce the city 
code 1:45 a.m. provision for concluding 
public dancing for a period of 60 days. 
Mayor Stevens, Councilman Valencia 
and Council woman Elinor Lefkowitz 
voted against the proposal, calling in­ 
stead for Brown to operate under the 
present code for a trial period and if no 
problems develop, to make his request 
for a code change again.

A proposed animal-keeping ordinance 
began to take on the appearance of a 
sparrow caught in a badminton game 
last night as the city council batted it 
back once again to the planning commis­ 
sion for further revisions. ~ 
Last January, after several hearings 
on the subject before the city planners, 
the proposed ordinance was brought to 
the council as a means of controlling the 
keeping of certain animals in residential 
zones. 
With the controls, the ordinance also 
stipulated that a resident in R-l (single 
family residential) may keep up to six 
fowls and/or rabbits, chinchillas or 
similar animals. 
At that time, the council was con­ 
cerned that there was no means of ap­ 
peal from the regulations and sent the 
proposed ordinance back for revision so 
that appeal procedures would be 
provided. 
Last night the revised ordinance came 
back, but since January there have been 
two new members elected to the council 
and the whole attitude toward animal- 
keeping has changed. 
Councilman Chuck Ward questioned a 
section of the ordinance dealing with the 
keeping of project animals by FFA and 
4-H students. “If I am the only one in the 
neighborhood who is offended by the 
smell of a sheep kept by the people next 
door, how do I get rid of it?” he asked 
City Attorney Alan Davidson noted 
there was an omission of a phrase in the 
proposed ordinance which would have 
staled that the keeping of such an animal 
would not be permitted if it was found to 
be a nuisance to the neighborhood “or 
any member thereof.” 
Ward countered that this provision 
could create a “Martins and Coys” 
situation. “I would rather make the kid 
the ‘heavy’ instead of me,” he said. 
“There is no sense at all in allowing 
animals in the city. I agree with Craig.” 
He referred to Harley Craig, who had 
spoken earlier in opposition on grounds 
that the ordinance allowing “up to six” 
animals would be unenforceable and one 
that “we won’t be able to live with ” 
“You talk of beautifying and upgrading 
the city and then come up with an or­ 
dinance like this. I don’t understand it at 
all,” Craig said. 
Ward told of an Incident involving a 
project bull being walked by a student in 
a residential neighborhood. It got out of 
control, trampled a lawn, nearly stepped 
on a child, caused damage to a car and 
nearly knocked down a block wall fence 
before being brought under control, he 
related 
Council woman Elinor Lefkowitz told 
of a complaint she had received of 


project animals being walked on public 
sidewalks nibbling on a homeowner’s 
rose bushes 
Mayor E C. Stevens observed that the 
problem stems from the fact that Lom­ 
poc is a small town growing up. “We 
hesitate to deny the right to students to 
raise such animals, but other people 
have their rights too,” he said. 
Davidson pointed out that without the 
proposed ordinance, there are no regula­ 
tions on what kind or how many animals 
any resident may keep. Only minor 
restrictions, dealing mostly with the 
leash law and pets, are in the city code, 
he said. 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton 
agreed that enforcement of the proposed 
ordinance would be difficult. Councilman 
Joe Valencia favored a delay until some 
input from animal keepers could be 
heard. None was present last night. 
After getting both ordinances — one 
relating to keeping animals in residential 
zones and the other detailing standards 
for keeping horses, mules, sheep, cows. 


swine or goats under a conditional use 
permit — read by title only, Mayor 
Stevens called for their introduction 
Instead, Ward moved to re-refer the 
animal-keeping proposal to the planning 
commission to come up with an or­ 
dinance that would exclude the keeping 
of any animals for husbandry purposes in 
residential zones and defining what con­ 
stitutes a pet. Subsequently it was moved 
to table indefinitely the second proposed 
ordinance relating to standards for keep­ 
ing animals under a conditional use per­ 
mit. 
Mrs. Lefkowitz commented, “I am 
sure the planning commission is dis­ 
mayed by this” and predicted as much as 
a year’s delay in getting the new or­ 
dinance proposal 
As Mayor Stevens gaveied the hour- 
long public hearing to a close. Coun­ 
cilman Ward said, “Since the planning 
commission serves at our pleasure, I 
think we should be able to insist on get­ 
ting this matter settled in less time than 
that.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The cost of 
living, pushed by spiraling fuel prices, 
climbed 0.5 per cent in June, the govern­ 
ment reported today. 
Although June’s consumer price rise 
was slightly less than the 0.6 per cent in­ 
crease recorded in May, it still repre­ 
sents the second highest one-month in­ 
crease this year. 
The annual rate increase works out to 6 
per cent. And despite today’s Labor 
Department 
report, 
administration 
economists stood by predictions that in­ 
flation will ease in coming months and 
average about 5.7 per cent for the year. 
They noted June’s rise, although high 
by traditional standards, still represents 
the first decrea» in the inflation rate 
since last February when it rose only 0.1 
per cent — compared to 0.4 per cent the 
previous month. 
The Labor Department said a steep 
rise *— 1.9 per cent — in prices for gas­ 
oline, heating oil, coal, electricity and 
natural gas accounted for almost one- 
third of the overall increase in the CPI. A 
month earlier, energy prices had ad­ 
vanced only 1 per cent. 
This substantial increase in energy 
costs was more than enough to offset a 
general easing in the volatile food price 
sector. 
In June, food prices rose 0.2 per cent, 
considerably less than the 1 per cent in­ 
crease registered in May.

Park concession interest told

Charles Carmichael, executive direc­ 
tor of Lompoc Economic Development 
Association, yesterday disclosed that he 
and Ed Hauenstein of Lompoc were 
seriously interested in the resurrection 
of their proposal to develop and operate 
Gaviota State Park on a concession 
basis 
Carmichael said he and Hauenstein 
discussed the venture with State Parks 
and Recreation Director Herbert Rhodes 
in a m eetin g la st T uesday in 
Sacramento. Rhodes gave no indication 
of his feelings on the proposition, Car­ 
michael said, “because he doesn’t know 
enough about the situation.” Rhodes has 
been director only since March, 1975. 
Rhodes was at Gaviota Monday ap­ 
parently on a simple orientation trip. 
“I would say that he is down there just 
to look at it,” said Parks and Recreation 
spokesman Ray Chapman in a Monday 
interview. 
The next step was a meeting Car­ 
michael thought he had scheduled with 
Rhodes yesterday morning. Rhodes 
didn't show. A check with Chapman 
yesterday revealed there was no 
scheduled meeting with any Lompoc 
businessman on Rhodes' tentative 
schedule in Sacramento . 
The missed meeting has again cast a 
shadow of doubt over the project and 
thoroughly angered Carmichael who said 
the project has been held up since its in­ 
ception by bureaucratic hurdles. 
Carmichael said as far as he is con- 


cerned, the project is dead again. 
“I feel the next move is up to Mr. 
Rhodes,” Carmichael stated 
Carmichael and Hauenstein, his 
partner in the project, worked from 1970 
until they got a final denial from the 
state in 1974, to get the 2,800-acre park 
opened for bids A state law requires any 
state park leased to a concessionaire be 
awarded to the most qualified bidder 
after a study of submitted bids. 
At the time of the proposal, the state 
estimated the development of Gaviota 
would cost about $1.9 million, Car­ 
michael said, “but, we felt we could do it 
much cheaper ” He declined to estimate 
how much they could spend to construct 
the project. 
Carmichael said he and his associate 
have “over $50,000” in studies and the 
development of a plan for a 350-campsite 
facility on the site. The master plan they 
constructed also included an equestrian 
center near Las Cruces, boat rentals, dry 
storage for boats, a snack bar-grocery 
store, and a commercial sport fishing 
boat - all operated on a concession for­ 
mat. 
“Our concept,” Carmichael explained, 
“was that we would take over the entire 
park and operate it as concessionaires. 
Eventually after we started negotiating 
with them (Department of Parks and 
Recreation), we were told the Depart­ 
ment didn’t have the money to pay for 
the architectural engineering work to go 
to bid — they couldn’t afford to develop a 
bidding document or prospectus 
“After the thing was killed, there was 


always a lingering doubt as to why. We 
made an inquiry to former director 
William Penn Mott. Jr who encouraged 
us to make further inquiries with the new 
director ” 
The length of the lease the Lompoc duo 
are talking about could be a major snag 
Carmichael said, “We wouldn’t think 
about going in there without a 30-year 
lease.” He explained that because of the 
huge financial outlay that would he 
necessary to develop the majority of the 
park which remains undeveloped, a long 
lease would be necessary. 
The conflict arises because Rhodes 
reportedly disdains extended contracts, 
“Mr Rhodes is very opposed to long 
term contracts of any kind,” Chapman 
claimed “He likes a maximum of four to 
five years.” 


But, Carmichael claims everyone 
would benefit from the project. 


“The Department doesn’t have the 
money in their budget to clean up and ex­ 
pand facilities in the state park system 
and Gaviota represents a deficit to the 
Department today. It has an inadequate 
water supply, raw sewage running into 
the lagoon and In general, a disreputable 
recreational area,” Carmichael stated,

Co. Grand Jury indicts 
probation supervisor 


Santa Barbara County Grand 
Jury has indicted Margaret 
Nordyke. a veteran supervisor 
In the probation department, on 
a single count of perjury. 
She was arraigned before 
Superior Judge John Westwick 
and pleaded not guilty. A 
“readiness and settlement con­ 
ference” was set for Sept. 8 in 
Superior Court. 
Nordyke had headed the 
program involving the 
rehabilitation of intoxicated 
drivers, DUIL, under which 
probation officers were as­ 
signed as teachers and got ex­ 
tra money for it. when the sub­ 
jects could have been sent out 
for treatment otherwise, it was 
alleged. 
She is the fifth person af­ 
fected in the probation depart­ 


ment shakeup that has resulted 
from Grand Jury inquiries. 
The director of the program 
resigned under fire, his assis­ 
tant was not rehired, and 
Marion and Ted Smith were 
prosecuted for fraudulent ac­ 
tivity. 
Meanwhile, the newly- 
selected 1978-’77 County Grand 
Jury is continuing a probe of the 
County Probation Department, 
which has gotten such a 
thorough going over from the 
outgoing 1975-78 Grand Jury 
that veteran Chief Probation 
Officer Clifford Homer stepped 
down and one of his chief assis­ 
tants also lost his position. 
County sources said the new 
Grand Jury, headed by Mrs. 
Gail Towbes, wife of a Santa 
Barbara developer, is picking 


up where the former Grand 
Jury left off. 


Impetus has been given the 
renewed probe, it was under­ 
stood, by the conviction late 
last week in Superior Court of 
two suspended Probation 
Department employes. They 
are former special supervisor 
Marion L. Newbury Smith, 47, 
and her husband, Theodore A. 
Smith, 26. They were found 
guilty of falsifying a $240 county 
pay claim and attempting to 
embezzle public funds last 
November. It was belatedly 
learned that Newbury had 
married Smith, an exconvict 
bank robber who was hired by 
Newbury as an intern under 
her. They are scheduled to be 
sentenced Aug. 20.

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Cannery strike threatens 
to cripple farm industry

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The strike by thousands of can­ 
nery workers at the start of the 
peak processing season could 
cripple the huge California 
farm industry, which supplies 
more than half of the nation’s 
canned fruits. 
Workers walked off their jobs 
Tuesday after weeks of unsuc­ 
cessful negotiations. 
Both sides agreed to meet in 
Washington Thursday with top 
federal labor mediator Eugene 
Scearce in an effort to reach a 
new contract covering 60,000 
workers at 74 plants represent­ 
ed by 28 canning firms. 
Searce said in Washington 


that the “nation’s food supply, 
as well as the general economy 
and economic welfare of the 
state of California,” was in­ 
volved in the dispute.” 
Fred Heringer of the Cali­ 
fornia Farm Bureau predicted 
that “millions of dollars worth 
of fruit and tomatoes will rot on 
the ground. The losses will ul­ 
tim ately be felt in every 
household in America in the 
form of higher prices.” 
A spokesman for several of 
the s ta t e ’s com m o d ity 
organizations said that even if 
the strike lasts only until Satur­ 
day, California growers could 
lose $21 million in fruit ripe and 


ready for canning. 
A strike of any length will 
have a rippling effect; first, 
throughout the state’s largest 
industry, agriculture, where 
100,000 pickers could be idled, 
then on allied industries, and 
finally, on consumers. 
Estimates of the eventual 
cost of a strike lasting through 
mid-August have run as high as 
$2 billion. 
About 40,000 tons of the 
state’s apricot harvest are un­ 
processed,, a growers’ spokes­ 
man said. Also ready for the 
canneries this week are an es- 
tim ated 150,000 tons of 
tomatoes, 12.000 tons of pears 
2,000 Ugandan troops 
in revolt against Amin 


NAIROBI. Kenya (UPI) - 
More than 2,000 Ugandan troops 
have revolted against President 
Idi Amin, vowing to fight him to 
the death, according to Kenya 
radio and newspaper reports to­ 
day. 
“Two battalions have refused 
to take orders from Kampala 
(the Ugandan capital) since 
Sunday...and the mutiny is 
spreading.” the daily Nation 
said in a front page story under 
the banner headline “ Now 
Amin’s Troops Mutiny.” 
The official Voice of Kenya 
radio broadcast a similar 
report The 2,000 soldiers would 
constitute a sixth of Uganda's 
12.000-man army 
News agencies today also 
reported that scores of Ke­ 
nyans. including women and 
children, are being arrested or 
killed in a continuing terror 
campaign against them in 
neighboring Uganda. 
The Voice of Kenya and the 
Kenya News Agency .said at 
least five more Kenyans were 


killed in the past week "in cold 
blood” by Ugandan soldiers and 
another 75 persons, mainly 
women and children, were im­ 
prisoned in Kampala. 
The Nation, often well in­ 
formed on Ugandan affairs, 
said the mutiny was sparked by 
Amin’s orders to prepare for an 
invasion of neighboring Kenya 
as relations between the two 
East African countries deteri­ 
orated further. 
Amin has accused Nairobi of 
collaborating in the Israeli 
commando attack on Entebbe 
Airport July 3 which rescued 
more than 100 hijack hostages 
and of blockading Ugandan 
goods and oil supplies. Both na­ 
tions have accused each other 
of moving troops to the border. 
Earlier, Radio Uganda an­ 
nounced Amin was planning to 
make a pilgrimage to Jerusa­ 
lem “whether the Arabs or 
Israelis like it or not.” 
The Uganda report said Amin 
would inform the Israelis of his 
visit “three or five days in ad- 


vance (and) would stay in 
mosques around there (Jerusa­ 
lem).” 
(In Jerusalem, an Israeli 
source said “We have not been 
approached in any way by 
anyone on this matter.” ) 
The Nation said two Ugandan 
battalions numbering more 
than 2.000 men at Mubene and 
Bombo m ar Kampala refused 
to obey Amin’s orders and 
rebelled, vowing “to fight to the 
death” against the president. 
The newspaper said they 
hastily began digging trenches, 
bunkers and foxholes at their 
barracks in anticipation of pos­ 
sible retaliatory action. 
The Nation said Amin had 
started a tour of other army un­ 
its around the country to assess 
the situation. 
There have been unconfirmed 
reports of army unrest for 
months The Nation said some 
troops had not been paid for 
four months and had gone 
without rations for so long they 
had begun cattle rustling raids 
into Kenya. 
Strawberries give way to homes 


SUNNYVALE (U PI) - 
James Imahara invested 21 
years of dreams about the 
promise of America in his lush 
strawberry patch. But a rich 
developer said why grow red 
berries when that land’s just 
begging for 67 split-level 
homes 
And the developer triumphed 
over the farmer. 
Today, bulldozers were read- 
to Plow a beep swath 
through Sunnyvale’s last com 
mericai strawberry patch and 
lay the foundation for yet 
another subdivision in the 
sprawling Santa Clara Valley, 
south of San Francisco. 
“It’s kind of hard to put into 
words how I feel about this 
place." said Imahara, 51. as 
he leaned down to inspect some 
of his crops. “They say this is 
progress, but I don't know.” 
Imahara and his wife, Shi- 
geyo. came to America in 1955 


and settled in Sunnyvale. 
Orchards spread as far as the 
eye could see. Now the land is 
covered with the concrete sym­ 
bols of modernization — gas 
stations, apartment complexes 
and shopping malls 
The developer is not a man to 
linger over the past. Victor 
Bellomo once had a cherry 
orchard He sold it to get money 
to develop property. He says he 
already has a list of 250 people 
anxious to own one of the homes 
that will be erected on the 14- 
acre strawberry patch, with 
price tags ranging from $73,000 
to $67,000 
“Agriculture in this area is 
just a thing of the past,” said 
Bellomo. who plans to name the 
subdivision “Strawberry Gar­ 
dens ” “We have to make way 
for all the people who are look­ 
ing for homes, and there’s not 
that much land any more in 
these parts.” 


Imahara rented the land to 
grow his strawberries from 
George Nakano N aka no sold 
the property to Bellomo be­ 
cause “ there is no way any 
person could have made a living 
off this agricultural land, what 
with the high property taxes 
you have to pay in this ares 
nowadays.” 
Nakano paid $1,600 an acre 
when he bought the land 26 
years ago. The population of 
Sunnyvale was 4,600 then Now 
it has swelled to more than 
100.000. And the price of an acre 
of the same land goes for 
$60,000 
A Los Angeles legislator, 
alarmed by the loss of 25 per 
cent of California’s agricultural 
land in the past 30 years, has in­ 
troduced a bill to halt develop­ 
ment on prime farmland. The 
measure is expected to en­ 
counter stiff opposition in the 
Senate later this summer

Penalties told 
for kidnapers 
CHOWCHILLA (UPI) - 
When they are captured, the 
kidnapers of 26 summer school 
children and a bus driver face 
long prison terms. 
The basic penalty for kidnap­ 
ing in California is imprison­ 
ment for one year to 25 years. A 
minimum of 12 months must be 
served before parole eligibility. 
And, there are a host of other 
factors that could add up to 
more years in prison. 
Use for a firearm, for exam­ 
ple. would add five years to the 
sentence. Additionally, under 
California’s new mandatory 
sentencing law, anyone con­ 
victed of a crime involving a 
gun must be sent to prison. At 
least one of the kidnapers 
reportedly brandished a gun. 
The Madera County District 
Attorney’s office would not 
speculate on what charges 
could be filed in the case. 
If robbery or ransom was the

Senate to extend 
income tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate has agreed to extend 
current income tax cuts at least 
through 1977, turning back all 
efforts to cut popular deduc­ 
tions for state and local gas­ 
oline taxes. 
Both actions were reverses of 
the Finance Committee’s mas­ 
sive tax revision bill, which has 
run into increasing criticism 
for dozens of amendments ad­ 
ded for special interests. 
With committee Chairman 
Russell Long, D-La., saying it 
probably will take another two 
to three weeks to complete the 
bill, the Senate next turns its at­ 
tention to a series of “people” 
provisions including expanded 
tax breaks for child care and 
retirement income.

Members of the barbecue 
committee sifted through hun­ 
dreds of suggestions to honor* 
Ray and finally announced that 
August i, Sunday, would be 
designated “Ed Ray Day” in 
the San Joaquin Valley 
But after the announcement 
the children's parents became 
apprehensive about gathering 
everyone in a central place with 
the gun wielding kidnapers still 
on the loose 
“It’s a little bit early,” said 
John Brown, father of two 
children rescued through Ray’s 
efforts. “ The guys aren’t 
behind bars yet. They (the 
townspeople) didn’t want to ex­ 
pose anyone yet.” 
“There’s fear until these peo­ 
ple are caught." said another 
civic leader who asked that his 
name not be used “They just 
didn’t want to congregate. 
Chowchilla Mayor Jim 
Dumas had wanted Ed Ray Day 
to be big — real big. He invited 


and Democratic nominee Jim 
my Carter a chance to grace 
the ceremony. 
The mayor had said the 
town’s huge barbecue pit would 
be fired up to feed the 5,000- 
6,000 people expected at the 
event — roughly the town’s 
whole population.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Warring Christians and Pales­ 
tinians have agreed to a cease­ 
fire on some front lines in 
Beirut today to allow the 
evacuation of wounded from a 
besieged refugee camp and 
restoration of water and power 
to the city. 
But this sign of possible 
progress toward peace was 
clouded by continued fighting in 
northern Lebanon ami in the 
central mountains. 
Citing the uncertainty, 
American officials said a plan­ 
ned -evacuation of some 400 
Americans and other foreign 
nationals originally planned for 
Tuesday might not take place 
before Friday. 
The partial truce was called 
after a surprise meeting Tues­ 
day between leaders of the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion and the Christian Phalan- 
gist party. 
The two sides agreed on an 
open-ended cease-fire at the Tal 
Zaatar Palestinian refugee 
camp and along the “green 
line” -- a strip of no-man’s land 
dividing Christian and Moslem 
militias. 
The truce was meant to 
enable a convoy of Red Cross 
ambulances to cross the line 
and evacuate Tal Zaatar’s es­ 
timated 1,000 wounded, lan­ 
guishing in the camp during the 
month-long Christian siege: 
A detachment of the Arab 
League’s 2,500 peace-keeping 
troops was scheduled to take up 
positions on the green line at 
about midday, creating a small 
buffer zone on the single open 
road linking Moslem and Chris­ 
tian Beirut. 
The truce agreement pledged 
both sides to work to restore 
water and electric supplies, cut 
off for a month by the fighting 
around Tal Zaatar. 
The cease-fire did not extend 
to Beirut’s gutted port district, 
where rightists and leftists 
traded rockets, mortar rounds 
and automatic fire Tuesday in 
the ruins of hotels, shops and 
warehouses 
Christian troops pressed a 
fresh offensive against leftist 
and Palestinian enclaves 
around (he mountain town of 
Aintourah, 19 miles east of the 
capital. 
Militiamen also skirmished 
on the approaches to northern 
Tripoli — the leftist port 51 
miles north of Beirut — which 
is hemmed in by Christians to 
the south and the east and 
Syrians to the north.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford, his aides say­ 
ing he is within 11 votes of the 
GOP nomination, turns to con­ 
gressional matters this week 
and will ask for action on his 
proposed tax cuts before the 
summer adjournment. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen did not rule out the 
possibility Tuesday that Ford 
might even call Congress back 
from summer adjournment to 
act on his proposals. 
Meanwhile, Ford’s chief 
delegate hunter, Jim Baker, 
szid the President has 1,119 of 
the 1,130 delegates needed for 
nomination 
a figure Baker 
said could be reached by week’s 
end 
The UPI delegate count 
shows Ford with 1,113 to 
Reagan's 1,060, with 86 uncom­ 
mitted. 
During a cabinet meeting 
Tuesday on the status of Ford’s 
legislative proposals, Nessen 
said. Director James Lynn of 
the Office of Management and 
Budget was pessimistic on the 
outlook for Ford’s call for a $10 
billion cut in income and estate 
inheritance taxes. 
He quoted Lynn as saying: 
“The tax cuts appear to be go­ 
ing nowhere because Congress 
has chosen to spend the money 
instead of returning the money 
to the people in the form of tax 
cuts. It looks like you can say 
bye bye to tax cuts.” 
Lynn also told the President 
that Congress has become 
“ musclebound and ossified1 
and that it is “dilly-dallying,” 
Nessen said. 
Ford also was told his 
proposals for mandatory prison 
sentences for persons convicted 
of gun-connected crimes is 
“really not going anywhere 
Nessen said Ford probably will 
pull the proposal from a bill 
seeking overall criminal code 
reform and seek its passage 
separately. 
Little progress was reported 
on Ford s proposal to reiorm 
the food stamp program. “It 
looks like they won’t pass 
anything.” Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Earl L. Butz told the 
Cabinet. 
Labor Secretory W.J Usery 
had a similar report on 
proposed jobless benefits re­ 
forms. “It hasn't gone any­ 
where at all,’’ Usery said.

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Museum exhibit depicts 
life of pioneer bride

What was it like to be a bride in Lom­ 
poc’s early days? In its new exhibit in 
Gallery III. Lompoc Museum recalls the 
first marriage to be solemnized in Lom­ 
poc. It was that of Jesse I. Hobson and 
Lyndia Spencer, July 25, 1875. 
By July of that year, the local church 
congregations had outgrown the 
school house and services were held in a 
beautiful grove of box elders on Ocean 
Ave. east of town (site of the present 
Bel-Aire liquor store.) 
Jesse's brothers lived In the Santa 
Maria area and he later settled there. He 
was bom in Illinois in 1852. The family 
went to Kansas when that territory 
opened up for settlement, then in ’62 they 
struck out for California, settling near 
Stockton. Later they moved to Santa 
Clara, then in 1874, Jesse came down to 
Lompoc when that colony was founded. 
He and Lyndia were married and later 
moved to Santa Maria where he es­ 
tablished a large farm. 
Lyndia Spencer was the sister of 
Samuel A. Spencer who farmed in 
Rochin (Santa Lucia) Canyon in the ear­ 
ly days of the colony. She died in 1883 in 
Santa Maria, leaving Jesse with one son: 


George Lester. Jesse later remarried to 
Mrs. Julia Calder and' they had four 
children: sons Jesse Jr. and Lilbum Iris, 
and daughters Aimee and Lyndian May. 
The current exhibit at Lompoc 
Museum, 200 South H Street, depicts 
both sides of a pioneer bride’s life. 
Romance was followed by the realities of 
life as a wife had to cope with churning 
butter, struggle with sad irons, scrub 
laundry on a washboard, and peruse 
page-long recipes on “ how to try lard.” 
She decorated her simple kitchen with 
hand-embroidered linens and cut new­ 
spaper in scalloped shelf paper. 
Homekeeping objects of the early 
days have been loaned to the museum for 
its exhibit and some donated for perma­ 
nent displays. Lompoc Museum is open 
Tuesdays through Fridays from 1-5 p.m., 
Saturdays and Sundays from 1-4 p.m. 
The public is invited to visit during these 
hours. 
In commemoration of the first Lompoc 
wedding, the museum will hold an open 
house this Sunday from 1-4 p.m., the 
101st anniversary of the event. Wedding 
cake and coffee will be served. The 
public is urged to attend. 
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Ft. Bliss, Texas will be the home of 
Capt. and Mrs. Joseph Stanley Hap Jr., 
nee Stephanie Elisabeth Vordermark. 
The couple was wed July 10 in an after­ 
noon ceremony at Vandenberg Chapel 1.

Jens Christian Hansen opened 
the first laundry in Solvang at 
the site on Jan. 30.1928. Follow­ 
ing his death in 1935. his widow, 
Oluffa. who resides today in 
Solvang with her daughter, 
Norma, took over the operation 
of the laundry until 1939 when 
they sold it to Anna and the late 
Harley Sorensen. 
Pan! Christiansen and Hans 
Petersen, who had worked for 
Mrs Hansen in 1936. purchased 
the laundry Oct 1, 1944. 
The property was acquired by 
Aronsons from the Petersens 
and Christiansens in October of 
1971. Later, the Aronsons 
purchased the adjacent Solvang 
Laundromat building and a 
year ago Mrs 
Aronson and 
daughter, Christina, opened 
Christina s Tree House, a 
women's apparel store. 


A 11.5 MILLION expansion and improvement project at the 
Solvang Municipal Improvement District wastewater treatment 
plant located on the south side of the Santa Ynez River at the edge 
of the Alisal and Gardner ranches, is due for completion about 
Nov. 1. The plant will have a capacity of treating 300,000 gallons of 
sewage a day compared to the former, smaller plant capacity of 
60.000 gallons a day.

Oldest valley structure 
makes way for new shops 


Solvang's oldest commercial 
structure, the one-time Santa 
Ynez Valley Creamery, built in 
1912 and later the home of the 
Solvang Laundry, has been torn 
down and work Is now under 
way to develop the land site into 
a complex of four Danish-styled 
shops 
Owner and developer of the 
property. Cliff Aronson of the 
adjacent Copenhagen Galleri, 
said the structure, which was 
constructed a year aft«“ the 
founding of the Danish- 
American colony of Solvang, 
“could not be saved because of 
its lack of steel reinforcing." 
Jacob Svendsen, who now 


lives in retirement at the age of 
91 with his wife, Alma, in 
Ballard, played a prominent 
role in the creation of the 
building on Copenhagen Drive 
just west of Hamlet Square. 
Svendsen came to Solvang 
from Kimballton Iowa on 
March 11, 1911, and later 
purchased seven and a half 
acres which included the site of 
what was to be Dania Hall, the 
creamery, and the present loca­ 
tion of the Clinic Shops fronting 
Mission Drive and the 
Copenhagen Drive, then Main 
Street, area of the town. 
He sow opened a cement 
manufacturing company on the 


land He built the blocks for 
both Dania Hall and the old 
creamery and with the help of 
some of the town’s pioneers 
helped construct both buildings. 
Svendsen 
says 
Axel 
Christensen was the first 
operator of the old creamery. 
He was renowned as a "top but­ 
ter maker and won many 
awards for his b u tte r," 
Svendsen noted Christensen, it 
is said by Solvang pioneers, 
later left the community to go 
to work for K nudsen's 
Creamery in Los Angeles. 
The creamery failed to 
flourish, however, because of 
the limited market for butt« in 
the fledgling Solvang com­ 
munity and in a few years all of 
its production was designated 
for the Reliable Grocery Co.. of 
Los Angeles of which the late 
Alfred Fauerso. another 
Solvang pione«. was an of­ 
ficial. 
Within a relatively short 
period of time, according to 
Svendsen. the market for 
Danish-styled butter from 
Solvang became practically nil 
and it went mit of existence.

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French bank robbers were experts' 


NICE, France (UPI) - 
Police say the thieves who rob­ 
bed the Sodete Generate bank 
in one of the biggest bank thefts 
in history were specialists who 
knew the bank had no alarm in­ 
side Its safe-deposit vault. 
Jacques Besson, chief detec­ 
tive of Nice police, said Tues­ 
day in a television interview 
that the bank’s alarm system 
did net extend into the steel 
vault holding some 4,000 safe- 
deposit boxes. 
“The bank management did 
not think it necessary because 
of the thickness of the steel 
walls.” Besson said. 
“We are convinced they were 
highly specialized criminals 
who prepared the tunnel boring 
with great precision. One error 
would have ruined the job.“ 
* Tunneling for several days 
from a sewer, the robbers 
broke into the vault over the 
# 
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weekend and rifled nearly 400 
safe-deposit boxes of cash and 
valuables that Nice police es­ 
timated had a value of $10 
million. 
Besson said reports that the 
loss readied $12 million were 
“very exaggerated.“ 
The actual loss will be known 
only after victims tell police 
what was stolen from their 
boxes, which could have con­ 
tained paintings, securities, 
gold, jewelry, art objects, 
silver and cash. Victims might 
not admit losing cash if they 
were avoiding paying income 
tax, police said. 
The thieves welded the vault 
door shut from the inside to 
delay investigation. 
Police disclosed they found 
an electric cable leading from 
the tunnel to an underground 
parking lot under construction 
for months near Sodete Gene­ 
ra le and other banks Workers 
at the construction site were 
being questioned, police said. 
Weekend bank guards heard 
not one sound of the tunnel con­ 
struction possibly because the 
thieves knew the guards’ 
schedule, kept secret by bank 
offidals, which listed the times 


the guards passed the vaults, 
police said. 
The robbers took their time. 
Empty wine bottles and crusts 
of bread were strewn on the 
floor of the vault. 
The theft was one of the 
biggest bank robberies in 
history, but not the biggest 
theft ever. Irish revolutionaries 
robbed $20 million worth of 
paintings from millionaire Al­ 
fred Beit in Ireland in 1974.

of the charges. The case is sim­ 
ple. There is none,” Leggett 
said. 
“With respect to Korea, my 
California district has sold 
large volumes of California rice 
to that country for many years. 
I have always encouraged those 
sales. I have also encouraged 
directly and indirectly the 
democratization of Korea and 
the progressive withdrawal of 
U.S. troops. My committee as­ 
signments have nothing to do 
with military assistance to 
South Korea,” he said.

Olympics four years ago always will be 
remembered as having been tragically 
downbeat.Terrorists carrying Soviet- 
made AK47 submachine guns in their 
hands and murder in their hearts took 
care of that. 
It would be nice to say there have been 
no political problems in these 1976 Olym­ 
pics. but it wouldn't be true. 
Ultimately, though, these particular 
Olympic Games could be remembered 
for having been the most upbeat ever. A 
shy 14-year-old Romanian girl in the 
ninth grade is doing everything she can to 
take care of that. She’s making the en­ 
tire world conscious of her own little 
world, gymnastics, and that competition 
has been the high point of the Olympics 
thus far. 
If she wasn't performing, Nadia 


Nadia is Olympic heart-winner 


Comaneci would never catch your eye in 
a roomful of other kids. She’s far from 
being a knockout. Wholesome looking, 
yes; beautiful, no. She’s only a hair or so 
over five feet and weighs 88 pounds, and 
her school-girlish frame tells you plainer 
than anything else what she is, a mere 
child. Yet when she grips those uneven 
parallel bars or mounts the balance 
beam, or flies over the vaulting horse or 
does her floor exercises, she suddenly 
undergoes an instant personality change 
and automatically becomes ALL woman, 
maybe even the most electrifying one in 
the world. 
Sprite-like Nadia Comaneci has that 
certain command presence, and 


dominates gymnastics the same way 
Rudolf Nuryev has ballet. Or the same 
way Bobby Orr has hockey, Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar basketball and 0,J. 
Simpson football. 
She has been the only real story here so 
far with not one, but three perfect scores 
of 10.0, two of them coming on the same 
program Monday evening when a 
capacity crowd of 16,000 stood up in the 
Forum and gave her a roaring ovation. 
Those three perfect scores have all 
but completely overshadowed the 
Soviets’ celebrated Olga Korbut. You 
remember Olga Korbut, the little girl 
with the pigtails who emerged from the 
last Olympics as well known as Mark 


Spitz even though she went home with 
four less gold medals than he did. She 
has had to stand in line behind Nadia 
Comaneci this time, though, despite the 
Soviets edging the Romanians for the 
team gold medal. 
The Comaneci girl is a cinch to win at 
least one gold medal for individual per­ 
formance and could wind up with two or 
three. Her three perfect tens in two days 
can’t quite be compared with pitching 
three perfect games in the same World 
Series but it’s close enough to give you 
the general idea. 
Gymnastic judges are among the 
toughest anywhere. They rarely give 
anybody a 10. Since they aren’t perfect 


themselves, they don’t think anybody 
else is. either. They feel a performer 
always can do better, and usually they're 
right. 
Most of those, who stood up and 
cheered the Comaneci girl’s perfor­ 
mance were absolutely astonished by it. 
She wasn’t, though. 
“What’s the big deal?” she asked, 
Romanian version, through an in­ 
terpreter. “This isn’t the first time I’ve 
scored a ten. I’ve done it 9 times now, so 
it’s really nothing new.”

By Wednesday 28 
countries had answered his call boycot­ 
ted the games. 
“I have not made any approach to the 
Americans over the tour,” he said Tues­ 
day. “It has not come into effect.” Asked 
if Africans would be asked to boycott 
meets that involved the U.S. if the tour 
went ahead, Ganga replied, “It is too 
soon” 
Mrs. Jackie Fie, U.S. representative to 
the International Gymnastics Federation, 
said she saw no conflict in the Unit which 
does not involve members eg the U.S. 
Olympic team. 
“As far as I know there isn’t any plan 
to change the tour. Since the South 
African Gymnastics Federation is a 
member in good standing of the FIG and 
the tour was set up as a joint venture of 
two country’s federations, there is no 
problem,” Mrs. Fie said. 
“As far as we’re concerned, there’s 
nothing that comes under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the IOC (International Olympic 
Committee) and I’m sure they’re going 
to continue to go.” 
The IOC, while being powerless to stop 
the tour by legislation, has indicated its 
disapproval through IOC President Lord

Philip Kruznm, president of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee, said he had been 
asked by Killanin to make inquiries

ing to go or not.” said Krumm “If they 
are. we re concerned about it.”

Except for the fact they’ve been 
warned not to speak of it any longer-or 
risk a “kick in the teeth” from their 
coach— the star-studded Yanks are prov­ 
ing that silence is just as golden when it 
comes to winning medals. 
They made it 5-for-5 Tuesday night 
with two more victories, both in world 
record times, and they’ll be big favorites 
in six of the remaining eight events. 
Brian Goode 11, who said that for the 
first part of his race he felt like be was in 
bed dreaming, outduelled teammate 
Bobby Hackett to win the 1,500-meter in 
15:02 40, and John Hencken then cap­ 
tured the 100-meter breaststroke in 
1:03.11. 
It was almost a day of disaster for the 
U.S. on another front, though, as Puerto 
Rico, led by guard Butch Lee of 
Marquette with 35 points, came within a 
basket of producing the biggest upset in 
Olympic basketball history The Yanks 
managed to pull out a 95-94 squeaker, and 
it took two questionable calls by the of­ 
ficials to secure the victory 
In contrast to the invincible men swim­ 
mers, the American women have been 
unable to break through the superiority 
of their East German counterparts. They 
lost out on the one gold they thought they 
had in the bag Tuesday night when 
Pietra Thumer barely edged out Shirley 
Babashoff in the 400-meter freestyle. 
It was Babashoff’s second silver of the 
games, and although her time of 4:10.46 


broke the former world record by more 
than a second, she was disappoined at 
losing the gold. 
It was the fourth triumph in as many 
races for the East Germans, and they 
very posibly will go on to capture every 
event. 
The U.S. girls did manage a 
breakthrough in the water, though, when 
Jenny Chandler of Lincoln, Ala., won the 
three-meter springboard dive with a 
backward 2*A somersault in the tuck 
position. 
“That was probably the best one of 
that particular dive I’ve done in a year 
because it’s been stinking up the pool,” 
said Chandler, a 17-year-old, dark-haired 
high school senior. 
Along with the two in swimming and 


one in diving, America earned a fourth 
gold m edal Tuesday when Don 
Haldeman of Souderton, Pa., won the 
trapshooting with a score of 190. 
Hencken. who also had won a gold in 
the 1972 games at Munich, said the con­ 
tinuing success of the swimmers serves 
as a hype to the others who follow. 
“It keeps everybody all psyched up,” 
said the 22-year-old Stanford student, 
who tied his world record once and broke 
it twice during the preliminaries and 
final. “It’s like a log, it just keeps rolling 
on.” 
In other developments Tuesday, the 
U.S. women’s basketball team evened its 
record at 1-1 by beating Bulgaria, 95-79; 
U.S. Greco-Roman wrestlers, a sport in

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn shied away 
today from discussing at a Congressional 
hearing his action blocking the $1.5 
million sale of players ¿y Oakland owner 
Charles O. Finley on grounds that 
federal court action is pending 
However, Kuhn told a special House 
subcommittee investigating professional 
sports, which will be exploring the 
problems of pro baseball, football, 
basketball and hockey over the next 
three weeks, that he would be glad to 
return to testify at a later date on the 
controversy after Finley’s lawsuit is dis­ 
posed of in a Chicago federal court. 
Finley, who was to testify with a panel 
of three other owners, was in the 
audience as Kuhn said: “I felt it neces­ 
sary that my action had to be taken to 
protect the integrity of the game.” 
Kuhn, the lead-off witness, also told 
the House group that baseball should be 
allowed to maintain its antitrust exemp­ 
tion and appealed against any legislation 
which would treat baseball ownership as 
a “tax shelter.” 
In briefly discusssing his action which 
nullified Finley’s sale of three stars, Joe 
Rudi, Rollie Fingers, and Vida Blue, 
Kuhn said that commissioners had acted 
in “the best interests” of the sport over 
the years. 
Goldwater 'ashamed' 
of U.S. non boycott 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., Tuesday criticized the 
U.S. Olympic Committee for not withdrawing from the Olympic Games over the 
Taiwan dispute 
Goldwater said the USOC had a responsibility to support Taiwan, which he called 
“one of this nation’s best friends.” 
In a statement released by his office, Goldwater said; 
“To me the spirit of the Olympic Games has always been completely non-partisan. 
It doesn’t make any difference at all to me if the athletes competing represent na­ 
tions which are communist or democratic. The athletes are not competing against 
the philosophies of the governments they represent They are competing to see who is 
best in the various sports they represent 
“However, when a friend and ally of ours, Canada, decides to recognize Peking as 
the only capital of China and therefore rules that the Taiwanese cannot participate as 
China, it injects politics into an area where it doesn’t belong 
“When the Canadians insisted, then was the time the United States should have 
stood up and said, ‘No.’ We should have told the Canadians we would not allow our 
athletes to participate in the Games if discrimination was shown by the host nations 
against any country, regardless of cause 
“I frankly have been ashamed of the way the U.S. Committee reacted toward the 
unwarranted and uncalled-for demands of Canada relative to Taiwan. 
“As far as I am concerned, I would just as soon see no Olympic Games as to see 
them conducted after the exclusion of any one country, or any one person, because of 
their political beliefs, creed or color.*^

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
mountain lion bounded across a 
clearing and pounced on a 
startled 4-year-old doe wearing 
a strange electronic collar, kill­ 
ing it quickly. 
Cougars, who get the hun- 
gries like any other animal, do 
that sort of thing on a regular 
basis. Only the collar was new. 
But when Ron Burt ram of the 
state Department of Fish ami 
Game came across the fresh 
carcass near the Sierra moun­ 
tain village of Dinky Creek he 
was pleased for a couple of 
reasons. 
• The kill indicated enough 
deer are in the area to again be 
successfully hunted by the big 
cats. It signaled growing suc­ 
cess of his forest and land 
management project to im­ 
prove the population of the 
North Kings deer herd, which 
plunged from 17,000 head in the 
late 1940s to below 3,000 in 1971. 
And he was able to retrieve 
the expensive collar attached to 
the doe by scientists who used 
radio transmitters to follow her 
migratory habits. 
"It is the way of the woods, in 
graphic form,” Burtram said of 
the kill in a telephone interview 
from his Fresno headquarters. 
"The collar had quit working, 
anyway. But it was the first of 
our collared deer we know of 
killed by a lion.” 
Burtram, 32, associate wild­ 
life manager-biologist for the 
DFG, is the coordinator of a 10- 
year fawn survival project 
launched in early 1972 by the 
state in cooperation with 
federal and local government 
organizations and sportsmen. 
"It’s a combination of re­ 
search and active manage­ 
m e n t,” he said. “ A co­ 
ordination of deer habitat with 
forest and land management 
practices. 
"It’s the pilot project for 
research and management for 
California’s deer. You might 
say we have 
put 
all 
our 
marbles there, in the North 
Kings deer herd. What we learn 
here will be applied to other 
herds throughout the state.” 
A prolonged dry spell has hit 
the area, creating a new threat 
to the herd, but what they have 
found may startle some conser­ 
vationists. 
For instance, forest fires un­ 
der controlled conditions can be 
b eneficial, B urtram said. 
Hunters and predators, under 


normal conditions, have less ef­ 
fect on deer populations than do 
weather cycles, habitat, new 
roads and home builders. 
"What we found in the North 
Kings area was a climax forest 
situation,” Burtram said.The 
area had been so well protected 
against fire that the ponderosa, 
the pole pine, white fir ami 
cedar trees fully matured, 
shading out undergrowth and 
discouraging the little green 
shoots of browse that deer and 
other animals need to survive. 
"You had wall to wall pine 
needles. Not much lives under 
the really huge trees. His­ 
torically, periodic fires flouri­ 
shed, starting the growing cycle 
over and over. 
"But in our wilderness areas 
when a fire starts it gets put 
out. You might say we are put­ 
ting the natural process back in 
artficially.” 
What followed in the North 
Kings has been a series of 
"prescribed” 
or 
controlled 
burns, the biggest of which was 
the 3,400 acre Ranch Eria bum 
— largest ever on a California 
winter deer range. 
Seedlings are planted in some 
areas, water tanks installed and 
in selected forests, controlled 
logging operations have been 
launched. 
“Deer thrive in logged off 
areas,” reports Red Hunt, chief 
of the DFG’s Wildlife Manage­ 
ment Division in Sacramento. 
“We are getting more reports 
of people seeing more bucks 
this year than they have in 
years. Three years ago we had 
the lowest fawn survival in 
history.”

British hero, 
secretary, 
killed by mine 


DUBLIN. Ireland (UPI) - 
British Ambassador Christo­ 
pher Ewart-Biggs, a one-eyed 
war hero, and a British office 
secretary were killed today in a 
land mine explosion on the 
southern outskirts of Dublin. 
Ewart-Biggs, 54. and Judith 
Cook, 27, were riding in his of- 
fical car when it hit the land 
mine less than 200 yards from 
the Ambassador’s residence. 
The blast ripped the car apart 
and tore a huge crater in the 
road blocking all traffic. 
The chauffeur, Brian O’Dris- 
coll, and the permanent secre­ 
tary to the Northern Ireland of­ 
fice,Brian Cubbon, were 
seriously injured in the explo­ 
sion. Miss Cook was Cubbon’s 
secretary. 
“It's a dreadful thing to hap­ 
pen," a police spokesman said. 
After the explosion, two 
armed men were seen running 
away from the scene to a near­ 
by car, police said. 
Ewart-Biggs, who sported a 
black monocle to cover his right 
eye lost in the World War II bat­ 
tle of Alamein, arrived in 
Dublin to take up his post on 
July 8. His wife, Jane, was not 
in Ireland Wednesday. The cou­ 
ple had a son, 13, and two 
daughters aged 15 and 9. 
The ambassador and the 
others left the official residence 
in a blue Jaguar Saloon but 
traveled less than 200 yards 
down Murphys town Road at 
Sandyford, in southern Dublin, 
when the explosion occurred. 
The wrecked car was left ly­ 
ing on its side with a woman’s 
shoe and a neatly furled 
umbrella spilling from the 
twisted rear door. 
Uniformed and plainclothes 
police spread out over the area 
around the ambassador’s house 
and closed all access roads. 
Ewart-Biggs, who joined the 
British Foreign Service in 1949, 
had served in previous di­ 
plomatic posts in the Middle 
East, Africa and Brussels. 
His monocle and aristocratic 
bearing caught the imagination 
of Irish newspapers and only 
Tuesday. Ewart-Biggs called a 
group of Irish and British 
political correspondents to his 
home to declare the era of 
“British diplomatic hiberna­ 
tion" in Dublin was over.

We were surprised along 
with others who enjoy our 
beaches that the State is once 
a ga i n 
l ooking 
into the 
feasibility of getting out of the 
state park business. Despite 
initial protestations that such 
a move was not under way, a 
State Parks and Recreation 
Department 
spokesman did 
confirm Monday that certain 
studies were under way to 
determine if it was feasible for 
a concessionaire to take over 
one or two of. our beach parks 
— Refugio and Gaviota. 
It comes as a surprise to us 
for only two years ago, such a 
study was initiated at Gaviota 
Park and it was found not to be 
feasible. 
But aside from that, on what 


authority does the State 
Department of Parks and 
Recreation act to put our 
beaches and parks out to bid to 
enterprising concessionaires? 
We ask the simple question, 
why do we pay taxes? We have 
never believed that our own 
beaches and parks should be 
profit-making entities. Leas­ 
ing all or portions of our own 
property 
to concessionaires 
would be for a profit-making 
venture. 
It would behoove all of us to 
get in contact with our As­ 
semblyman Gary Hart and our 
State Senator Omer Rains to 
determine just what these 
moves by the State Depart­ 
ment are all about.

W ASH IN G TO N 
- C o m m e r c e 
Secretary Elliot Richardson, the White 
Knight of the Republican Party, has 
fallen off his charger. 
Richardson is the former attorney 
general who assumed heroic status two 
years ago when he refused a White 
House order to dismiss W atergate 
prosecutor Archibald 
Cox and got himself 
fired for his courage. 
T h is 
e a r n e d 
Richardson a reputa­ 
tion for integrity that 
has now made him a 
vice 
p r e s i d e n t i a l 
prospect His presence 
on the ticket, his sup­ 
p o r t e r s c o n t e n d , 
would help to defuse 
the Watergate issue. 
B u t his shining 
reputation 
has now 
lost some of its luster. He heads a White 
House task force which is reviewing U.S. 
corporate bribery of foreign officials. 
The bribes were uncovered by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission. 
The scandal has rocked the world, em­ 
barrassing governments from Italy to 
Japan. It has also produced some red 
faces in corporate board rooms. 
The C o m m e r c e 
D e p t., which 
Richardson now heads, usually has 
shown great sympathy and under­ 
standing for the corporate moguls with 
whom it deals. Swayed perhaps by his 
new environment, Richardson has writ­ 
ten a letter to Sen. William Proxmire, 
D.-Wis.. attacking the SEC. 
The SEC was operating on "tenuous 
legal grounds,” he charged during the 
bribery investigation. Therefore, he op­ 
posed legislation that would give the SEC 
a m ajor role in probing corporate 
payoffs. 
The original drafts of Richardson’s let­ 
ter. we have learned, contained even 
stronger criticism of the SEC. But cooler 
heads on the task force staff persuaded 
him to edit out the harsher language. 
Richardson’s attack upon the SEC ap­ 
palled his task force colleagues. Another 
Cabinet member, who serves with 
Richardson on the task force, lambasted 
the letter as “ disgraceful” and 
"dangerous.” Other colleagues whom 
we polled called it a "mistake” and "ill- 
advised.” Not a single member of the 
task force defended Richardson. 
In the backrooms of the SEC, 
meanwhile, the Richardson letter has 
had a demoralizing effect. The SEC hap­ 
pens to be one of the few federal agen­ 
cies that has resisted political pressure 
and has investigated powerful corpora- 
* tions fearlessly. Over 100 corporations 
have 
been investigated on bribery 
charges 
SEC Chairman Roderick Hills 
returned Richardson's fire with a sizzl­ 
ing letter calling Richardson s remarks 
“ unfounded, inappropriate and ill- 
tim ed." This carried extra impact 
because the two men haw been close 
friends. Indeed. Richardson was respon­ 
sible for bringing Hills and his wife, 
Carla, to Washington 
When Richardson was attorney 
general, he offered Carla a job at the 
Justice Dept 
When he was defense 
secretary he offered a Pentagon position 
to Roderick Richardson also supported 
Carla Hills for the Cabinet She is now 
secretary of housing and urban develop­ 
ment 
Richardson has apologized for the 
strong language he used against the SEC. 
But he still wants to exclude the SEC 
from a major role in curbing foreign 
bribery 
Footnote: 
Richardson told us his 
criticism of the SEC was intended strict­ 
ly as a legal argument 
As for the 


criticism by his colleagues, he said: "I 
wish they would tell me those things to 
my face " 
NEW MEXICO MANEUVER: Just 
four days b e fo r e New M e x ic o 
Republicans selected their presidential 
delegates. President Ford ordered the 
Agriculture Dept, to fund a pest control 
program in New Mexico. 
The department didn’t want to spend 
the money. Its officials had told ranchers 
to buy their own insecticides to control 
the caterpillars which infest their 
ranges. For months. Agriculture of­ 
ficials resisted pressure from the 
ranchers. 
But Ford overruled the Agriculture 
Dept. He issued his order on June 22, just 
90 minutes after assuring Sen 
Pete 
Domenici, R.-N.M., that ‘T il do my 
darndest.” The President wanted 
Domenid’s support In the showdown 
with Ronald Reagan over New Mexico 
delegates. 
Fou r days l a t e r . New Mexico 
Republicans met. It turned out that the 
free federal pesticides didn’t impress 
them Reagan won all of New Mexico’s 
21 delegates. 
Footnote: 
Domenici confirmed our 
facts but said he had not discussed the 
New Mexico delegate situation at the 
same time that he had asked the Presi­ 
dent for federal help to fight the cater­ 
pillars. But on previous occasions, 
Domenici 
admitted, he discussed 
presidential politics with Ford. The pest 
control program, incidentally, will cost 
the taxpayers about $500,000 this year.

In a sense, the two acceptance 
speeches were reassuring. Nothing, it 
turns out, has really changed — except 
for the persona of Jimmy Carter. I do not 
underrate this, but neither am I 
overwhelmed by it; nor is the country 
permanently in his thrall. After all, he 
did lose six out of the last nine primaries. 
Jimmy Carter came 
to New York to prove 
that he was a liberal 
Democrat, and he suc- 
c e e d e d . 
A l m o s t 
everything that had 
set him apart was suc­ 
cessfully closeted for 
the duration of the 
Convention ami, one 
suspects, the duration 
of the campaign. The 
terrible fear harbored 
in wordly breasts that 
Jimmy Carter m i#it 
be a ... Christian ... was pacified. 
I’d have been surprised, by the end of 
the week, to hear Jimmy Carter sing 
"God Bless America.” That he con­ 
sented to end his speech with the words 
“Gold bless you" means nothing at all, 
since at this particular convention, 
Robert Ingersoll would have not caviled 
at using the expression, which has 
become the Democratic equivalent of 
the printer’s symbol, "30.” 
Any delegate afraid that Carter would 
invoke the aid of the Lord in the accents 
of Abraham Lincoln went home un­ 
disturbed. And I doubt that the Lord will 
be awakened from His slumber to 
engrave the ideas of Jimmy Carter on to 
American destiny. 
What ideas? Don’t look at his accep­ 
tance speech for anything venturesome. 
It is a smooth effort — his speechwriter 
has been working on it since May, 1976, 
and clearly should have started in May, 
1975 — of paradoxes. Throughout, it is a 
hymn to the high moral character and 
diligence of the American people. If the 
American people had been consulted, we 
would not have had the “tragedy of Viet­ 
nam and Cambodia.” Answer: the 
American people were consulted, and 
validated and revalidated, directly and 
through their representatives in 
Congress, the purposes of, if not the 
military tactics used in, Vietnam. 
"Our nation should always derive its 
character directly from the people,” 
said Carter. “ And let this be the strength 
and image to be presented to the 
world...” But this same American peo­ 
ple. of such high character, Jimmy 
Carter is now going to look after. He will 
brush our teeth for us every morning. He 
will tell us how much of the wages we 
earn we may keep. He will not confide to 
us what are the causes of inflation. 
And — my favorite of all — he will 
have universal voter registration. The 
American people, to whom he intends to 
“ return” government, will receive 
postage-paid postcards registering them 


to vote, to eliminate the necessity of go­ 
ing once every year or two to the nearest 
post office. Perhaps for his second term, 
President Carter will recommend that 
federal employees visit the homes of 
every voter and pick up the voter’s 
ballot. 


As for Senator Mondale, he was 
everything his parent organization, the 
Americans for Democratic Action, 
might have hoped for. This was the little- 
noticed bridge-building of the week: the 
ultimate Valentine, from Jimmy Carter 
to the single group in America that, up 
until almost the end, had refused to en­ 
dorse him with enthusiasm. So he picked 
one of its most prominent members for 
the Vice-Presidency. 


Senator Mondale spent half his time 
talking about the need for compassion, 


and the other half suggesting that we 
should yank Richard Nixon out of his 
house in California and put him in jail. 
For expressing this compassionate senti­ 
ment he was cheered by the delegates as 
loudly as ever the verdicts of the 
jacobinical courts were cheered. 
The ideological high-spot of the week 
was on the last day, when ABC reporter 
Sam Donaldson caught Senator Scoop 
Jackson and offered condolences at his 
not having been selected as Vice- 
President — but perhaps it was because 
he was "not as liberal as Senator Mon­ 
dale?” 
Jackson bristled and said he was too, 
just look at his record. Answered ABC, 
speaking for the media Spiro Agnew used 
to talk about: "I gues that was a bum 
rap. Senator.” And it was a bum rap to 
think that Jimmy Carter was different.

Gene McCarthy 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - There is a 
wisdom born of delirium at the 
Democratic Convention that no one now 
can stop Jimmy Carter from becoming 
the next president of the United States. 
But behind the happy faces confidence is 
not quite so high. Not only are Gerald 
Ford and Ronald Reagan of concern, 
Eugene McCarthy is too. 


Eugene McCarthy?

McCarthy's forces 
believe that Carter has commissioned a 
poll which indicates the independent has 
18 per cent of the electorate’s support.

didate could turn a close November race 
into a stunning disaster for the 
Democrats. 
Well, admittedly this is speculative 
Particularly since there has for many 
months now been precious little indica­ 
tion from the population that McCarthy 
is so popular. Actually, even the can­ 
didate will admit only a minority of 
Americans know who he is and even 
fewer are aware of his candidacy. In a 
poll of 30 state officers (not governors) 
taken at the recent national governor’s 
convention in Pennsylvania, 18 did not 
know McCarthy was running, three 
thought he’d died years ago and two 
didn’t recognize the name at all 
This despite the fact that McCarthy 
has been running for president almost 
forever. When he retired from the Senate 
in 1970. he also retired from the 
Democratic party and formed an alter­ 
native called the Committee for a Con­ 
stitutional Presidency. It’s not a party, 
he says, it’s a movement. But not a very 
fast movement. After 18 months of for­ 
mal campaigning for citizen support Mc­ 
Carthy is so lonely he has to go to his 
closet to play with his shoes. 
And public apathy has been only part 
of the frustration of the McCarthy bid 
As an independent he is not automatical­ 
ly included on state ballots, as are the 
representatives of the major parties So 
he must qualify for the right in each 
state, which is usually difficult, always 
expensive and sometimes impossible. 
Every state has its own laws governing 
the placement of independent names on 
its ballots, and often the laws are the 
kind that give democracy a bad name 


In West Virginia, for example, voters 
who signed petitions for McCarthy were 
at tomatically expunged 
from 
the 
Democratic and Republican roles, mak­ 
ing themselves liable to a $1,000 fine if 
they tried (some did! to vote in any 
primary. In Michigan, a court ruled that 
McCarthy’s name on ballots would 
“clog the election system.” In Mas­ 
sachusetts, the McCarthy bid was in­ 
validated because too many of his peti­ 
tion signatures lacked middle names or 
precise addresses. 


So it is. a year and a half later. Gene 
McCarthy has qualified in only six 
states. The 100,000 signatures he’s 
gathered have cost him $200,000, or $2 a 
piece He says confidently he will be on 
40 ballots by November, but it is unlike­ 
ly. To the contrary, his campaign shows 
no signs of catching fire. The candidate 
looks tired, his cash register is empty, 
his staff is uninspired. One McCarthy 
ally wonders if the campaign can make it 
though the summer 


And yet. 4he polls say eight to 15 
million people would vote for him. And 
his people say that if he won a couple of 
large states, such as New Jersey and 
Illinois, he could deadlock the election 
proceedings and throw it into the House 
of Representatives. 


Delicious isn’t it? That the same Gene 
McCarthy who destroyed Lyndon 
Johnson and thereby created the Richard 
Nixon administration is once again of 
crucial strategic significance to the 
Grand Old Party.

number of infelicities: the tea bag, the 
Ku Klux Klan. formula television, chew­ 
ing gum. funerary habits, confected 
salad dressing, the phrase “have a nice 
day." bread like cotton wool and second 
hand auto salesmen. Anyone can make 
up his own list, but not even the most 
productive of us can produce one that 
weighs more than a feather in the scale. 
T he 
p o l i t i c a l , 
e c o n o m i c 
and 
philosophical consequences of the United 
States are profound ami beneficial and 
an inspiration for a Western civilisation 
sustained by faith in the individual and 
his capacity for virtue. Nowhere else, 
despite obvious flaws, has an individual 
such a chance to develop his talents, 
moral, physical and intellectual. 


All the principal elements enshrined 
by the Founding Fathers, or introduced 
by later Constitutional Amendments, 
have been preserved in all their 
strength: justice before the law, regard 
for individual 
rights, political and 
religious tolerance, built-in guarantees 
against the threat of tyranny. Over and 
abov6 
this 
formal, 
constitutional 
delimitation of freedom are the qualities 
inherent in the American ethos itself: 
hard work, self-reliance, lack of class 
shibboleths and. as any visitor to the 
United States must have discovered for 
himself, a generous hospitality towards 
strangers, which is itself the legacy of 
the American past. 


The past and the individualist 
philosophy bequeath a harsh side to 
American life: the violence of the cities, 
the racial antagonism, the tolerance for 
gun-carrying, the insistence on in­ 
dividual effort which at its extremes 
produces glaring neglect of minorities 
and a fierce urge for material success 
that corrupts men and destroys land­ 
scapes. But against these stark enough 
problems, and the glaring existence of 
poverty and especially black poverty, 
must be set the testified capacity of the 
society for candour, for self-criticism, 
for idealism, and for climbing the un- 
scaleable peaks. A still-young nation has 
grown into a super-power while retaining 
and renewing the dreams 
of its 
founders 
On this American birthday 
morning, the British people should have 
no difficulty 
in recognising, like 
Churchill in wartime, that "westward, 
look, the land is bright.”
